Ferdinand the ex-Regent of Portugal, 
the Cable informs us, has been at length 
induced to 2ecept the candidature of the 
throne f Spain. The ex-Regent, who is 
in hi- 531 year, having been born on the 
29:h October, 1816, is a Prince of the 
Heou-e of remarka- 
b efor the number of sovereigns it has 
viven by marriage and otherwise to Eu- 
r peanthrones. He is the son of Prince 
F-rdipand Augustus, brother of Duke 
E nest I , the father of the present Dake 
Ernest If. and the late Prince Albert, 
Qusen Vic'oria’s husband, and is, con- 
~ quently, the cousin of the reigning 
Duke of Saxe-Co!urg and of the late 
Prince Consortof Kcyland. He ts also 
the, uephew of the late Leopold I, o’ 
Kale uao,who wasa brother of Ferdinand 
Augustus aad is related by marriage to 
woth the House of Orleans aod the Im- 
nerial fawily of Brezil—his brother, 
Prines Augu8iua, bbiog a son-in law of

PARDONS. 


The Way the Thing is Managed 
by Congres:. 


From the Philadelphia Age.| 

The monthly bateb of pardons, which 
furnish now .the griat for the Radicai 
pardon brokers, passed both House and 
Seuate on Tuesday. Waoen the January 
baich was acted on, we took occasion to 
poiat out the patent, obvious rascality of 
the whole business, 

The pretext for all this pardoning is 
foundin the Fourteenth Amendment, 
sald te be apart, now, of the Federal 
Constitution. That amendment provides 
that Congress, by atwo-thirds vote, may 
remove tne disabilities imposed on those 
who, bavicg taken an oath to support 
the Uanstiiution of the Ualted States, 
‘* shall have engaged in insurrection or 


or comfort to the enemies thereof.’’ 
I» Jacuary Congress, as is ssen above, 
declared this description to include any 
one who bad fed a bungry soldier or at- 
tended to the wants of the sick. 
We peed searcely ssy tbat this is 
a moustroualy false interpretation of the 
seose of that amendment, as it was uo- 
derstood by nipe hucdred and nisery- 
nioe in a thousand of those - who fsvored 
i‘sadoption. Wethink it would have 
qyeen killed dead in this State, if any 
single Radical organ had avowea that it 
meant the disfrauchised of thoes who 
had ooly performed the common cffices 
of bumantiy, Oatbo contrary, it was 
coastaotiy said that it was aimed at the 
great promoters of the rebellion, and the 
people of the Sou'heru States were abused 
for pot being willing to set this mark of 
condemnation on those who had misied 
thew, The interpretation now put on it 
is, we believe, an after-thought, to make 
iti Meansand tosirument of extortion.

It 
seems desirous that the union crown of 
Germany, the United States gold dollar, 
the gold franc of France, and the gold 
crown of Great Britain, should have such 
simple relations to each other in point of 
value that the following equivalents may 
obtain, viz: Three union crowns 
to twenty doliare(gold,) equal one hund- 
red francs (gold,) equal to one 


thousand pence (gold,) or four pounds of 


two hundred and fifty pence. each. Af. 
ter referring to the different standards 


that prevail, the bope is expre:sed that 


the decisslon of commeregial nations will 
be in favor of the German standard, tha’ 
is, thirty grammes of fine gold, rather 
than thé French standard, which is 


somewhat less, on the sole ground of 


metrical simplicity. We should then 
have gold coin as follows; Three union 


crowns, twenty metrical dollars, one’ 


huadred metrical frances, fourteen metri- 
eal pounds, or one thousand metricul 
pence, each weighing thirty-three and 
one-third grammes of standard gold, 
mine-tenths fine, and containing thirty 
grammes of pure gold. The report con- 
tains numercus tables, which embrace 
much interesting and valuable informa.

the leading nations of the world, and is 
deserving of the careful perusal of the 
of the community, and 
others who are interested in the sub- 
ject to which 1 relates.
